W here he refolves the queſtione upon the former ground, 
that pactione and tranſation does abſtra& from the quality and de- 
merite of perſons, that illis etians fides data ſervanda eſt, & genera- 
liter fidem datam [er vandam etiam perfidis, and the reafone is clear, 
becaus there is no apparent reaſone why the granters of quarters,

nor in what termes, and to infer quarters and impunity from the 
nakedtakeing of the pannals, andbecaus they are priſoners, its without 
any Laworreaſone, ſeeing the pannals might have been overpowered 
and taken”, and its to be preſumed, that his: Majeſties army being 
more numerous and victorious, that they were -overpowered and 
vanquifhed., and thatthey were not taken either:upon -ane expreſs.or 
ane implicite conditione or capitulatione, and the rebells being rou- 
ted, it cannot be thought that his Majeftics Officers-and Souldiers 
and perſons of ſuch valour, wonldhaveigivenquarters, upon-acompt 
of a pretended tranſaRtione, and*in order to their own' fafety , -and 
that they wold owe their lives dilhonorably-to-traitours.

traitours , Its gratis and without warrand aſlerted, that he, and 
much leſs his Officers and comon Souldiers, could be a pretended 
implicite tranſaQione , ſecure and indemnify traitours ; and it is 
without all queſtione , notwithſtanding of the pretences in the 
contrare, that the Generall had no power to grant the ſaid ſecuri- 
ty; if his commilſſione had related to quarters, as it coufd not doe 
in this .caſe, haveing to doe with rebells ahd traicours, and not 


- with ane enemy, and if his commiſſion had-been expreſs, that 


he ſhould not have power to ſecure the rebells by quarters, bot that 
they ſhould be altogether incapable of mercy , no perſone could 
have the confidence to aſſert, that he would grant quarters in the 
caſe foreſaid, anditis clear that we are in aftronger caſe, ſcingthe 
:Generall had no ſuch commiſſione and power to grant quarters, 
And the Councell be their proclamatione foreſaid , does declarethe 
rebells as ſaid is incapable of pardone, which being intimate to the 
Generall, and being ſent to him, and intimateto all perſons con+ 
cerned by proclamatione, to pleadein pretence of ignorantiaor bong 
fides is moſt frivolous and unwarrantable, ſeing ignoraniia ſurisne= 
mine prodeſſe debet, andits their own fault, if, being ingadged 
and buſhed in their rebellious courſe, they did not come to the 
knowledge of the ſaid proclamatione , being founded upon the 
common Lawe, and the Law of the Kingdome; Ic being a prin. 


Ciple of both, that traitours are vwſ;, and no men in the conſtru- 
C Ctione 
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Eione of Lawe, As to any benefite and capacity of any pretendit 
tranſactione, and as to the inſtances from the practices of Spain, 
Holland , France and other Kingdomes, they. doe-no ways qua- 
drate in this caſe , the ſamyne being as ſaid is of publica edifta, and 
expreſs treaties and tranſaftions, in reſpe& of all whichthe defence 
ought to be repelled. 

Mr. Wiliam Maxwell for the pannals quadruplyes, that where 
avitis anſwered, that the defence is not definitely qualified, nor 
condeſcended upon the perſons granters of quarters, and in what 
maner; Itisan(wered, that it ſhall be condeſcended upon in write 
who granted the ſamyne, being liſted Souldiers and Officers un- 
der the Generall, and as for the maner, the ſame was in uſuall 
forme that quarters are granted , viz aſſurance of their Lives from 
thoſe who granted quarters : Next, where it 1s alleadged , that 
quarters cannot be preſumed to have been granted, his Majeſties. 
army being victorious and the other par:y routed, who alleadges 
to have gotten quarters, its anſwered, that no ſuppoſitione can be 
admitted, againſt a poſitive defence which is offered to be proven; 
Asfor the third , whereby it is alleadged there can be no quarters 
ſuſtained as Lawfull , but where the war is juſt, which cannot be 
in this caſe between his Majeſties Generall andthe rebells,. It is 
anſwered, that the pannals oppons their former anſwer; and adds 


that the queſtion is not here in the Lawfulneſs of the pannals quar- , 


rel, but whether orno his Majeſties Lieytenant Generall, being. 
conſtitute as a Generall, be his commiſſione, could give quarters or 
not: which the pannals mantains he had power to: doe, being his. 
Majeſties Lieytenent Generall, by commilſlione, neither needed any 


ſuchexpreſs power be inſert in his commiſſion, for giveing of quar- 
ters, becausimerat inhis commiſſion, and every liſted Officer and 


Souldier under him, he haycing the ſaid commiſſione, . the like po- 
wer, as any other Princes Generall and others under him hes, and 
to-hold the contrare it ſeems ſtrange, for it was never called in que- 
ſtione in any nation heretofore, nor did ever his Majeſtie or his 
Royall father, call'in queſtione the quarters granted by their Ge- 
nerall Officets., or liſted Souldiers under him in -the fields, but 
eſteemed the ſameeverſacred, to be keeped even untotheſe, who 
were in'a modell ofane army of rebellione in the tyme, and if quar- 
ters ſhould not be kept, but clided by a ſecondary way of pare 
: | 2 ms ing. 
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nallingthe perſons receivers of the quarters, it ſhould both intrench 
upon the word of the Generall his commiſlione, and Souldiers, to 
whom hereafter non may give truſt, eſpecially in a mater of ſua high 
concernment, after their Lyves are ſecured to them be quarters. And 
as for the alleadgiance, that the Generall could nor treate or aſſure 
them by a publick tranſatione, without the conſent of his Majeſtie 
or his councell, the pannals firſt Leaves that to the conſideratione of 
his Majeſtie and his ſecret Councell, giff the Generall being clade with 
acommiſſione from his Majeſtie, hes not power to treate, - to grant 
quarters or receive any of thoſe who are in rcbellione to peace, wherein 
his commiſſione is ample and not reſtrictive; T he pannals anſwersno 
further , but oppones the amplitude of the commiſſione, the conſtant 
courſe obſerved be his Majeſtie, and his fathers Generalls of before, 
the aſſurance given for their Lyves by the quarter, and the dangerous 
conſequence may inſue thereupon: And where asits alleadged, that 
the pannals, being traitours the quarters cannot operate for them, 
toexime them from thetryall, and infliQing the puniſhment conforme 
to the Law of the Kingdome, fincethey muſt be ruled by the Lawes 
of the Kingdome, and there is no Law that can warrand their rebel- 
lion, or exeem them from the puniſhment due to rebells; It is anſwe- 
red, that the caſe now in debate is, whether quarters given to perſons, 
modelled in ane army in the fields, giff they haveing received quar- 
.Wters , there being no Law to diſcharge their Generall to give quar- 
ters, ifthey did not Lawfully accept therof, he Lawfully grant it ; 
for albeit the Lawes of this Kingdomerules in tyme of peace amongſt 
allthe ſubjes, bot in thetyme of war, where there is two armies 
nthe fields, there the Law of armes takes place , and the Law of na- 
tons, whereupon the faith given in quarters is founded , moſt be 
Weept, and never was broken, And as for the alledgiance, that giff 
eGenerall had been reſtrained by the commiſſione to give quarters, 
he quarters given be him could not be reſpeRed, and that its alleadged 
hecaſe isalyk here, there being a proclamatione emitted be the Coun- 
ll, declareing the pannals aCtings to be rebellione, and that they 
rere commanded be the ſame, to Lay doun their armes within a cer-

And that Ibenot miſtaken after T' 
am gone hence, I haye thought fit to teſtify that in ſingleneſs and. 
ſincerity of heart, I came into the ſervice , not conſtrained but 
from conſcience of my being engaged by Covenant to God. and 
with a full purpoſe to perform my vows made in that Covenant 
unto the Lord, in the ſtrength of Jeſus Chriſt ; And that 1 might- 
endeavour to reſtore again the precious Ordinances to their former 
purity & power , and torecover the fair Church in this Land (which 
our bleſſed Lord hath purchafed to Himſelf, and bought at ſo dear 
a rate) to herformer Beauty, which is now defaced: And parti-- 
cularly- to bring down that Antichriſtian Prelacy, and that per- 
jured crue of Prelats , who have ſo perfidiouſly wronged the:

M R Hew 4 Kail having paſſed, andimproven the vertuous 
means of his Education (at the Uniyerſity of Edinbrugh , and 


_ with his Uncle 24r Hew A: Kail , Miniſter there, in whoſe fa- 
| mily he didrefide) to the fatisfaftion and good hope of all, in the 


Winter 1661. upon the very turne of this ſad Cataſtrophe, offers 
himſelf to Tryall ( being 20 years old ) before the Presbytery 
of Edinbrugh , in order to the work of the Miniſtery ; and being 
by them amply approven and licenſed , and having preached ac 
ſeyeral times with the great benefit and applauſe' of all his hear. 


ers, he did preach his laſt publick Sermon in Edinbrugh , in the 
. Great Church thereof , upon the Sabbath immediatly preceeding 


that 8 of Seprember 1662, the day affixed by the then Parliament, 
for the removal of the Miniſters of Edinbrugh. | 
His text was Song. 1.7. Inthis Sermon king occaſion to ſpeak 
of the great and many perſecutions, to which the Church of God 
hath been and is obnoxious ; and amplifying the Point from the Per- 
ſons and Powers who have been inſtrumental therein, he ſaid, hat 
the Church and People of God had been perſecuted, both by a Pharaoh 
upon the Throne , a Haman in the State, anda Indasin the Church; 
and falling to inlarge the ſeveral wayes and manner of the Perſecus

tions of theſe men, . & the iſſue thereof ; the caſes of Hamanand 
Tudas appearedin the conviftion of his Adverſarics, to have-ſuch 
anecar reſemblance to the ſtate and condition of the then Rulers of 
State and Church, that though he did make no Application, yet he 
was reputed to be guilty thereof, x "R. 
Whereupon, within a few dayes thereafter, there was a Party 
of Horſemen ſent to the Place where he then lived near to- Edin.. 
bruzh, for to ſeiſe his Perſon and make him Prifoner. But upon 
almoſt no more"then a moments advertiſement , he eſcapes out of 
his bed, andshifting only to another chamber, was miraculouſly 
preſerved from the Search then ufed/, though moſt diligent and 
accurate.

Being brought to Edinbrugh, and firſt tothe Towns Council- 
houſe, intheir ſearch for letters he was immediatly ftriprz and there- 
| beingnone found , committed priſoner to the Tolbuith. 

Upon the Wedenſday, being the 28 of November by order from : 
the Secret Council, he was brought before the Earle of Dumfries, 
Lord Sinclar, Sir Robert Murray of Priefi-field and others , in order 
to his Examination; and being interrogate concerning his joyning - 
& being with the Weſt-land forces , he conceaving himſelf nor 
obliged by any Law or Reaſon, to be his own Accuſer, to the 
deſtruQtion of his life, did plainly deny thequeſtion; bur being 
deſired to ſigne with his hand, what he had ſaid and they' cauſed: 
write, though at firſt he appeared willing , yet partly being advi- 
ſed by the Lord Sinclar, to beware that he ſubſcribed, nothing, - 
whereof the contrary would be found true ,' leſt it might there-_ 
fore fare the worſe with him, and partly ſcrupling at the-terms of 
Rebells and Rebellion ; wherein the queſtion and his Anſwer were 
conceaved, and partly bethinking that a ſimple denyall may im- 
= more then the pleading of Nox-guilty, he refuſed to ſubſcribe - 
his name, which being reported to the Council gave great offence, 
and brought him under the ſuſpition of a deep diſſembler, 

On Thurſday November 29. being again called before his Exami- - 
nators , upon the conſiderations mentioned , & for allaying the - 
Councils prejudice,& preventing the inconvenience he might there- - 
through ſuſtain , he gives in a Declaration under his own hand, - 
teſtifying , that he had been with the Y/*/?- land Forces, with yo? 
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theoccaſionally met , and that he reſolved to have withdrawn from 
. them upon the firſt opportunity, which he was allo about todo 


when he was taken, without either offering to flee or reſiſt, which 
he deſired the Council the rather to believe , becauſe he had 
told ſo much to William Lawry of Blackwood, a perſon imployed 
from the Lieut. Generall Dalzell to the Weſt-land Forces. Bur 
notwithſtanding that William Lawry did teſtify.this to be a truth, 
yet the Council retaining former-impreſſions , and - mr. 
that the preſence and confronting of ſome other Priſoners of the 
Weſtland Forces .(who plainly declared their acceſſion to that Ri- 
ſing ) and their deponing concerning himy did only move Afr Hew 
to this acknowledgement, although it be certainly known , that he 
had formed and ſubſcribed the ſame the night before , they fortify 
and perſiſt in theirjealouſy ,and ſulpeRing him to have been a con- 
triver of the InſurreRiion , and privy toall Deſignes and Intelligen- 
ce relating toit, they dealt with him: with great importunity to 
be ingenuous ,: and to declare who were the Ring-leaders of the 
late Riſing , and what correſpondence either at home or abroad 
was kept anentit: Andthis was done eſpecially upon the ſonday 
Dec. 3. at whichtime alſo the Beoozs ( aterrible inſtrument of Tor- 
ture, which the humanity of our latter times hath ſo much abhorred, 
that not only the fashion of them was forgot, but all Torture ſor 
their cauſe, diſuſed; yer new ones ſuchas they ate) were laid be- 


forehim, upon the Town Council-Houſe table, and hecertifyed, 


that if he would not confeſs, heshould be tortured by them to mor- 


row, And accordingly upon, Tueſday Dec, 4. he'was againcalled

before the Council, where, after the Examination & Torture of 
Tohn Ti ilſon of Corſack,, he was again examined by the Earle of 
Rotheſs the Kings Commiſſioner , the Hargueſs of Montroſe, and 
ſeveral ofthe Privy Councill, (inthe Town Council-Houſe ) the 
Bishop of St. Angrewes for the honor of his profeſſion forſooth, 
and ſome others of the Counſellers upon more real and Chriſtian 
motives, having at firſt withdrawn themſelves: And beingurged 
to confeſs, he declared, witha ſolemn Atteſtation, that heknew 
no more , then he had already confeſſed , whereupon they ordered 
the Execationer to put his leg into the Boot and to proceed to the 
Torture.

dy were in as great torture as that poor leg , and defiresto know w hat 
could -hinder them to believe one of his Profeffion;, 'w ho had ſo ſo- 
lemly declared as in the fight of God, thathe knew no more then

neither was. nor could be proven to be more, then what he himſelf

they might ſafely confirm it by Oath, they do only ſuperſedeth-ir 
procedure againſt 3. Hew, and other two contained inthe Atteſta- 
tion , untill to morrow , and ordain /ohn Nilſon of Corſack , (thou; h 
alſo contained in the Atteſtation , in reſpe& rhe ſame as to his part, was 
not relevant, ) and theother four, to be brought toth- Bar , who 
accordingly being brought , were that day ſentenced to be hanged on 
Fryday thereafter. 

Thurſday December 13. the Iuſtice Court being ſet,- adjourns untill 
Tueſday th:reatter, and ordains 22. Hew and the other two to be 
peremptorily ſiſted that day before the down-ſitting of the Court. 
This afternoon , having obrain'd his Reprivall, inthethoughts of his 
dubious condition , he compoſcd the lines following.

ſame as Traitors. Aﬀer which 34-. Hew his ſpecial Indi&ment is read, 
bearing, thath: hid riſen and joyned with. the Rebels, and was with 
them at Air, Uchiltry and Lenerch,, and ſeveral other places on 
horsback, and had kept and was at ſeveral ofth*ir Rendevouz's with 
a Sword, Whzreunto 44-. Hew being permitted to anſwer , began his 
diſcourſe yery conſtantly and compoſedly , declaring , that he looked 
upon himſelf, both from th? concluſion of his Inditment , and what 
had happened toothers, as a man appointed by men, anddetermined 
in himſeiftodie, whereupon he thought himſelf obliged to uſe the 
greater ingenuity , and then affirmed, that he was not ashamed 
to avow that he was one of that aflited and perſecuted party and 
perſwaſion called Presbyterian. Thereafter hz proceeded to ſpeak of 
the Ties and Engagements that were upon th: Landto God, in order 
thereto, and having commended th2 Inſtitution , Dignity and Bleſ- 
ſing of Presbyterial Government , h2 ſaid that the laſt words of the 
National Covenant had alwayesgreat wciz h: upon his ſpirit. Whereu- 
pon the King's Advocate, interrupting him, defired him to forbear 
that diſcourſe, telling him thit he wasnot there called in queſtion for 
his perſwaſton , but for the crime of Rebellion, in riſing in Arms 
againſt his Ma : Authority, ro which hedefired him to anſwer; where- 
unto h: anſwered, that the thing which moved him to declare himſelf 
as he had, and would have done, was that weighty and important 
ſaying of our Lord Jeſus, Ihoſoever hall confeſs me before men, him 
Shall the San of Man alſo confeſi before the Angels of God; but he that 
denteth me and my words before men , shall be denyed before the Angels 
of God. As forthe Rebellion he was chirged with, he ſaid, his Ac- 
ce(hon was only ſimple preſence with a Sword, andthat occaſional, as 
h's confeſſion before the Council did bear. The Advocate anſwers,that 
not only preſence, ſuch ashe was charged with , was treaſonable, but 
all intercommuning or keeping company with Kebells, though for 
th2 ſpace only of halfan hour; and howewer , he ſaid , he was guilty of 
a far deeper acceſſion , and of many oth: things beſides theſe con- 
tained in his own confeſſion, whereupon the Advocate cauled read 
his Confeſſion, and alſo th: depoſitions of ſeverall others that were 
*examined, in fo far asthey concerned him. 24. Hew anſwered, that 
all the depoſitions read , contained no more then was in his own Con- 
fon , nor could they make out any more againſt him ; and fo in 
effec it was. 1

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The Advocate after the ſuſtaining of the IndiAtment, having made 
uſe of , and cauſed read the confeſſions of M. Hew and the other per- 
ſons accuſed before the Aſize, in place of Probation, referred the 
matter to their Cognition. 

The ſjze being encloſed gave their Verdi& una voce , and by 
the mouth of Sir William Murray of Newtown their —__ re-

cribed confeſſion. However it was thereafter underſtood, that four

The Verdict being reported ,. Doom was pronounced , decerning 
and adjudging him and the reſt to be taken on Saturnday Decemb.

Being come to his Chamber, he immediately addreſſed himſelf to 
God by prayer, with great enlargement of heart for himſelf and his 
fellow-priſoners condemned with him. Being afterwards asked, how 
his leg was, which was tortured ; heanſwered merrily , the fear of 
,, my Necknow maketh me forget my Leg. Thereafter be ſaid, to 
another friend, ,, O how good Newes, to be within four dayes jour- 
,, ney to enjoy the ſight of Jeſus Chriſt, and proteſted ,, he was not 
,, ſocumbered how todie, as he had been ſometime topreach a Ser- 


mon. To ſome women lamenting for him, he faid, ,, that his con- . 


2» dition, though he was young, andinthe budding of his hopes and 
»» labours inthe Miniſtry., yet was notto be mourned for ; for, ſaid 
»» he, one drop of my blood, through the Grace of God, may make 
,z moe hearts contrite, then many years ſermons might have done. 

This afternoon he ſupplicat the Council for liberty to his Father to 
come & viſit him , which being granted , his Father the next nighe 
Ty L 2 | came 
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came to him, "Their firſt meeting was very ſad; & notwithſtanding, 
that according both to the teſtimony of his Parents, and knowledge 
ofall his relations, he was a moſt obedient Son; yet theſe inevitable 
infirmities which are incident to the beſt ofmen, and cannot but fur- 
nish ſad convitions, when conſidered in the power and pure light of 
the ſpiritual Law of God, di1 greatly trouble him in the remembran- 
ce of thefift commandment. The paſſage was thus. After prayer his 
Father ſaid unto him, Hwgo, / called thee a goodly olive tree of fair 
fruits,and now a ſtorm hath deſtroyed the tree and his fruits and branches, 
He anſwered , that his Fathers too good thoughts of him had affiitted 
bim. His Father ſaid, he was perſwaded, God was viſiting not his 
own fin, but his parents ſin upon him, fo thathe might ſay , Our 
Fathers have ſinned, and we have born their iniquity. He ſaidalſo, 
Ihave ſinned, thow poor sheep what haſt thow done. 24. Hew anſwered 
with many groans, that through coming short of keeping the fifth 
commandment , he had come $hort of the promiſe , that his days 
Should be prolonged inthe Land of the living, and that Gods contro- 
verſy with him, wasfor overvaluing his children , eſpecially himſelf. 
On Thur/day the 20 of December more from the importunity of 
Friends , then of his own inclination, hegave in to the Privy Council, 
a Petition, as follows. En 
That whereas upon Tueſday laſt I was indifled and condemned , fo 
the treafonable deeds contained in the general and ſpecial Indiftment exhi- 
buted againſt me ; in the which ſpecial! Indifment , containing my whole 
acceſſion to the ſaid Crimes, thereis only libelled preſence in ſeveral pla- 
ces, withan ordinary ſword, liheas my own confeſſion , which is the 
raked truth, doth declare, how rhe ſame was occaſtonal ; And ſeting 
that it was alſein ſome ſort purged & retratted by my withdrawing and 
aeſerting with the firſt conveniency, whereby not only my caſe appears 
to be different from that of others , but alſo as favourable as poſſibly 
can be , next to innocency it ſelf; liheas the ſame appeared no leſs to 
many of theſe Gentlemen who were upon my Aſfize. eAnd ſeeing the 
Torture I ſuſtained, and the ingenuity I then uſed, as in the ſight of 
God, to the utmoſt of my knowledge, deſerve that favour that was at- 
that time inſinuated; And that it is expetted that his Majeſty (whoſe 
mercy I beg) according to his great clemency and the moſt uſual prattice 
in the like caſes, will interpoſe his mercy , for the reſcue of many, who 
are equally with me involved, MM ay it therefore pleaſe your Lordships 
| | Fn " 
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graciouſly to coſider'the premiſes, and to pardon my greatrashnes and 
precipitancy , aud therefore toindulge ſuch areprival as your Lo. hall 
think convenient , until bis Majeſty's gracions pleaſure anent the premiſe 
ſes shall be fully known; At leaſt rill the Commiſſioner his Grace, do 
return; And your Lo anſwer. The words marked in this Petition by 
a different charaRer, were the amendments of his Friends affeRion, 
which they were adviſed to putin, by ſome members of the Privy 
Council, to whom the copy ofit had been preſented immediately be- 
forethe downſitting of the Comncill; and thereupon the Petition being 
tranſcribed, was in ſo great haſte preſented unto him, to ſubſcribe it, 
that hegot it not read, However the Petition was both diſrelished and 
refuſed by the Coxncil ; The truth is, ſome of his Friends exceeding 
zealous cf his ſafety , had moved to ſeveral members of the Comncil, 

thatthe Declaration might be tendered to him, and ſome time per- 
mitted him to adviſe thereanent ; which motion, it's like, was atten- 

ded with ſome inſinuations, that probably he might be induced to 

ſubſcribe it; but as the motion was ineffeRual withouta warrand un. 

der his own hand, ſoeven the Authors thereof do bear him witneſs 

of his poſitive, fixed and often declared reſolution, not to ſubſcribe it 

atthe highcſt rate : Likeas, upon ſome ſurmiſesto the contrary, he 

thought 1t neceſſary for his own vindication , to leave it under his hand, 

that the above-mentioned reſolution was from his own proper know- 

kdge and motive, without the aſliſtance of the leaſt diſlwaſive from 

ny other perſon, 

During his abode in Priſon, the Lord was very graciouſly preſent 
with him , both to ſuſtain him againſt the fear of death , 'and to diſpel 
ll theſe over-cloudings of terror, unto which the frailty of flesh and 
hlood hath ſometime expoſed the beſt of men; and alſo in afliſting 
limin prayer and praiſes, tothe admiration of all his hearers, eſpecially 
m the Thurſday's night Dec. 20. whereon being ſer a ſupper with his 
kllow-priſoners and his Father, and one or two beſides, he requeſted 
lsfellow priſoners, ſaying merrily ,. eat 10 the full, aud cherith your 
dies, that we may all be a fat Chriſtsmaſs Pie tothe Prelates. Aﬀter 
ipper in thanksgiving, he burſt forth in bleſſing God , that had'made 
im ſuch a fool as to come to that priſon ; and after many gracious 
ords , continued ſaying , many croſſes have come in our way and 

wht but weakly npon.ms, but here is acroſi thath hath done more 
ithen all the many that befell us before. Then lamenting the condi-

exclamation inthe laſt of Daniel, What Lord shall be the end of theſe 
wonders | | 
The laſt night of his life, being Fryday Decemb. 21. he proponed 
and anſwered himſelf, ſeveral queſtions, tothe ſtrengthening of his 
fellow-priſoners, and great refreshing of all his hearers, As «. hein- 
quired; How ſhould he, gomg from the Tolbooth through a multitude 
of gazing People and guards of Souldiers , to a Scaffold and Grobet, 
overcome the impreſſion of all theſe ? To which he anſwered ; By concea- 
vVing a aceper impreſſion of a multitude of Angels who are alſo on- lookers; - 
According to that, we are agazing- ſtock tothe World, Angels and Men: 
For the Angels rejoycing at our good confeſſion are preſent to convey and 
carry our ſouls as the ſoul of Lazarus, wnto Abraham's boſom; N otta 
receave them, for that is Ieſns Chriſt's work alone, who will welcome 
them to Heaven Himſelf, with the ſougsof Angels and bleſſed Spirits; 
But the Angels are miniſtring Spirits, always ready to ſerve and ſtreng- 
then all dying believers. 2. As Stephen ſaw the Heavens opened, and le- | 
ſus ſtanding on the right hand of Goa, Who then ſaid, Lord eſus, recea- 
ve my Spirit, ſs (ſaid he) do Tbelieve, that Jeſus Chriſt is alſoready to 
receave the ſouls of his dying ſufferers. 

2. He enquired , What is the way for #s 10 conceave of Heaven 
who arehaſting unto it , ſeingthe Word faith, Eye hath nor ſeen , nor 
ear heard , neither have entered into the heart of man, the things 
which God hath prepared for them that love him?

,» Chriſt to us, even what is the breadth and length and depthand 
,» height and the immenſeneſs of that love of Chriſt , which paſſatY 
,» knowledge, which is alſo the higheſt and ſweeteſt motiveof prail; 
unto him, that loved us, and washed us from our fins in his own 
blood , and hath made us Kings and Prieſts unto God and HisF: 


ther, to him beglory and dominion foreverand ever, Amen, ,, 2.5

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1» holding forth the love of the Saints to Jeſus Chriſt, and teachin$ 
,» of usto love him in ſincerity , which is the very joy and exulta” 
» tion of heaven, Rev. 5. 12, Worthy is the Lamb that was ſlain, 
to receare power, and riches , and wiſdom, and ſtrength, and honor, 
and glory , and bleſſing. And uo other thing then the ſoul breathing

The laſt words which he ſpoke at ſupper , were in the commen- 


| dation of Love above knowleage , ſaying , ,, O but notions of Know- 


»» ledge without Love, are of ſmall worth, evanishing in nothing, 
» and very dangerous, After ſupper, his father having given thanks, 
he read the 16 Plalm, and his firſt words thereafter were, ,, Ifthere 
,» Were any thing in the World ſadly and unwillingly tobeleft, ir 
» werethe reading of the Scriptures. I ſaid I shall not ſee the Lord, 
eyenthe Lord, inthe land of the living, , but this needs not make 
»uSſad; for where we go, the Lamb 1s the book of Scripture, and 
the light of that City, and there is life, even the river of the 
» water of life, andliving ſprings. To this he added many excel- 
lent obſervations, and making mention of the 23 v. of the 31 Pſal. 
O love the Lord, all ye his ſaints, he added, ,, that where loye was, 
»» It was ſo operative, that it made flesh, ſpirit; and where'it was 
2» Not, there ſpirit was made flesh: thereafter he ſung a part of the 
Pſalm, 

Supper being ended, he cals ſmileingly fora pen, ſaying , it 
Was ro write his Teſtament , wherein he only ordered ſome few books, 
which he had , to be redelivered to ſeveral perſons. 

He went to bed alitle after eleven of the clock, and having ſlept 
wel till 5 in the morning, he aroſe and called to his Camerade /ohn 
Woarow , ſaying pleaſantly , wp ohn; for you are toolong in bed; 
» you and I look nor like men going this day to be hanged, ſeeing 
») we lye ſo long. Thereafter he ſaid to him inthe words of //aiah 
ch. 42.4. 24, W ho gave Iacobfor a ſpoil, and J/rael tothe robbers? 
did not the Lord ? heagainſt whom we have ſinned, for they would 
not walk in his ways, neither were they obedient unto His Law, 
&c. ,, and TIthink, oh, (ſaid he) I have not known it, nor do 
»I lay it to heart , as it is ſaid in the end of the 25 verſe, But, 
»» Tohn (ſaid he) for all this be not afi:aid , but read the 43.ch.v.n.2. 
»» for all will go well with us.. on, ſaid to him, ,, you andI will 
»» be 
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2, be chambered shortly in heaven , beſide Ir. Roberrſin, He an- 
1, ſwered, ,,I fear, /ohn, you bar me out, becauſe you was more 
2, free before the Council then I was ; but T $hall be as free as any of 
2, you upon the Scaffold, Before break-faſt, he ſaid, he hadgota 
2, clear ray ofthe Majeſty of the Lord after his awaking , but it wasa 
2, litle again over-clouded. Thereafter he praye, ,,and atteſted 
>, the Lord, that he had devoted himſelf to rhe ſervice of God in 
2, the Miniſtry of the Lord ſeſus , and the edification of ſouls, very 
1 early ; adding albeit I have not been ſo with my God, yet thow 
») haſt made with mean Everlaſting Covenant , ordered in all things 
» and (ure; this is all ;ny deſire, joy and falvacion, albeit chow 
2» make me not a houſe togrow. Now Lord, we come to thy thro» 
2yNne, a place we have not been accquainted with; earthly Kings 
» thrones have Adyocats againſt poor men, but thy Throne hath Je- 
ſus, an Advocate for us. Our ſupplication this day , is not to be 

free of death, nor of pain in death , but that we may witnels be- 
» fore many witneſles, a good confeſſion. 

His Father coming to him that morning to bid him farewel, his 
laſt words to him were, after prayer and a litle diſcourſe, ,, that 
-» his ſuffering would do more hurt to the Prelates, and be more edis 
"y tying to God's people then if he were to continue in the Miniſtry, 
,» fortwenty years. And then he deſired his Fatherro leave him,elſe 
he would but trouble him, ,, & I deſire it of you, ſaidhe, As the 
>» beſt and laſt ſervice you can dome, togoto yourchamber, and 
,» pray earneſtly to the Lord to be with me on that Scaffold; for 
,» how tocarry there is my care, eventhat I may be ſtrengthened to 
,y endure to the end. 

About two of the clock in the Afternoon, he was carried tothe 
Scaffold with other five that ſuffered with him; where he appeired 
tothe conviction of all that formerly knew him, with a fairer, bet- 
ter and more ſtayed countenance then ever they had before obſer- 
yed. Being come to the foot of the Ladder , he directed his ſpecch 
North-war4 to the multicude. And premiſing , That as his Tears in 
the World had been but few, ſo his Words at that time should not be ma- 
»y, He ſpoke to the People, the ſpeech and Teſtimony which he had 
before written and ſubſcribed. 

Having done ſpeaking t6 the People , wh: heard him with great 
attention , he ſung apart ofthe z1 Pſal, and theo prayed with ſuch 

power

power and fervency , as forced many to weep bitterly. Haying 7 


ended he gives his cloak and hat from him ; And when ketum- 
ned himſelf and took hold of the Ladderto goup, he ſaid with an 
audible voice, /carenomore togo up this Ladder and overit , then if 
DIvere going home to my Fathers Houſe; And as he went up, hearing 
a great noiſe amongſt the People, he called down to his fellow- 
ſufferers, ſaying, Friends and Fellow- ſufferers, be not affraid, eve- 
ry ſtep of this Ladder is a degree nearer Heaven, Then having ſeated 
himſelf thereon, he ſaid, [do partly believe , that the Nobles, Conn- 
. ſellors, and Rulers of the I and, would have uſed ſome mitigation of 
this puniſhment, had they not been inſtigated by the Prelates, ſo our 


blood lyes principally at the Prelats door. But this is my comfort now,that 


Ihnow my Redeemer liveth, and that he ſhall ſtand at the latter day 
upon the Earth , and though after my thin, worms deſtroy this Body, 
yet in my flech ſhall I ſee God, whom I ſhall ſee for my ſelf , and mine 
Eyes ſhall behold (pointing to hiseyes) and not another, though my 
reins be conſumed in me. eAnd now I do willingly lay down my life for 
the Truth and Cauſe of God, the Covenants and Work of Reformation, 
which were once counted the Glory of this Nation. And it is for endeavou- 
ring todefend this, and to extirpate that bitter root of Prelacy , that I 
embrace this rape (the Executioner putting the rope about his neck, ) 
Then hearing the People weep, he ſaid , Nour work is not r0weep, but 
to pray that we may be honourably born through ; and bleſſed be the Lord, 
that ſupports me. Now as I have been beholden to the prayers and kinds - 
neſs of many ſince my impriſoument and ſentence; So I hoge you. will not 
be wanting tomenow , inthis laſt ſtep of my journey , that I may witneſs 
a 200d Confeſſion : And that you may know the ground of my encourage- 
ment in this Work,, and what my hopeis, 1 will read to you the laſt Chap 
ter of the Bible; And having readit, heſaid , Here yow ſee the Glory 
that is to be revealed upon me, a pure river of water of life , and ſo forth 
( read the place) where the Throneof Godis, andthe Lambisin it, 
where his Servants ſerve Him and ſee His face, and His Nameis in 
their foreheads, and the Lord God groeth them light, and they ſhall 
reign for ever and ever; and here you ſee my acceſs tomy Glory and 
reward. Let him that is a thirſt come, and whoſoever will let him 
take of the water of life freely. eAnd here you ſee alſo my welcome, 
the Spirit and the Bride ſay , Come; Then he ſaid, / have one word

you? Youneed neither lament me nor be aſ| hamedof me in this condition, 
for 1 may make uſe of that expreſſion of Chriſts, {go to your Father and 
my Father, to your God and my God, to your King and my King, to 
mhe bleſſed Apoſtles and Martyrs, and to the City of the Living God, 
the heavenly Ieruſalem, to an innumerable company of Angels, tothe
